"When that process is completed, if 


the Supreme Court holds the President 
of the United States must turn over the 
tapes and other evidence in his posses- 
sion bearing on this case, and he refuses, 
then there is no recourse except for the 
Congress to give serious consideration to 
impeachment," McGovern said. 


He said the Nixon administration 


should "go beyond the mere legal 
requirements and to open up and give us 
the facts...." 


Richardson said on ABC's "Issues and 


Answers": "I believe that the constitut- 
ional basis on which the President's 
brief rests is, in the light of the few cases 
bearing on it, a strong case." 


However, Richardson said later that 


the issue "is a very closely balanced 
one." 


Richardson said that on one side there 


is "the ability of the President ... to 
conduct his office on a basis which 
necessarily requires the confidentiality 
of communications to him." 


On the other hand, he said, there is the 


factor that the tapes might be credible 
evidence in the grand jury investigation. 


Asked if Nixon has the authority to 


refuse to release the tapes if ordered by 
the courts, Richardson said: "I have 
only the indication of Mr. (Gerald L.) 
Warren that if there is a definitive court 
result, that the President would, as he 
would in any situation, obey the 
requirements of the law." 


Richardson declined to discuss details 


of the investigation into alleged political 
corruption in Maryland which has been 
said to involve Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew. 


However, he did say that no material 


dealing with Agnew has been presented 
to the Baltimore grand jury probing the 
case. Richardson said it will be his 
decision whether or not to try to indict 
Agnew. 


Cox is trying to get tape recordings of 


nine meetings involving the President in 
which Watergate was discussed. The 
existence of the tapes was disclosed at 
the Senate Watergate hearings. 


The committee also has subpoenaed 


some of the tapes and documents, and 
the U.S. District Court has been asked to 
rule also in that matter.

The coup leader, exiled Gen. Thao Ma, 
Prime rate 
hiked to 
new peak 


NEW YORK (AP) - First National 


Bank of Chicago announced today that 
effective Tuesday it was raising its 
prime rate to 9y2 per cent, the highest in 
history. 


The move was not unexpected since 


lending money remains in short supply. 
Other banks were expected to follow suit 
soon, credit analysts said. 


Some analysts have predicted the rate 


may hit 10 per cent or higher before 
beginning to level off. 


The prime rate is the minimum 


lending rate banks charge their largest 
and most credit-worthy corporate cus- 
tomers. While it is not directly tied to 
rates on small business and consumer 
loans, an increase in the prime rate 
frequently is an indication of higher 
interest rates generally and a tightening 
money supply. 


The move by the Chicago bank, the 


nation's 10th largest commercial bank, 
comes a little more than a week after a 
prime rate of 9'/4 per cent became in- 
dustrywide. The prime rate has been 
increased 13 times this year previous to 
today. It began the year at 6 per cent. 


The credit analysts have attributed the 


soaring prime rate to tremendous 
demand by corporations for loans for 
expansion to meet heavy consumer 
demands for goods and services, and to 
actions by the Federal Reserve Board to 
tighten the money supply. 


Previous to the present series of 


increases, the record prime rate was & 
l/2 
per cent occurring during the money 
crunch era of 1969-1970 when many cor- 
porations found it impossible to find 
sources of loans. 


The credit analysts have said the 


present era differs from then because 
loans are available, although at high 
interests, and corporations have found 
consumer demands so high that it often 
is profitable for them to borrow money 
even at the skyrocketing interest rates.

The premier said he had telephoned 


the Pathet Lao delegation in Vientiane at 
midmorning to tell them they were safe 
and not to worry. It is the negotiations 
with the Pathet Lao, in which the 
Communist-backed insurgents are ex- 
pected to win wide powers, that 
prompted Thao Ma's rightist coup at- 
tempt. 


Souvanna Phouma said two govern- 


ment troops were killed during a 
bombing run by the Thao Ma rebels on 
a military camp on the outskirts of 
Vientiane. The rebel casualty count was 
not immediately known but sources said 
the toll was light. 
It was Thao Ma's second unsuccessful 


attempt to overthrow Prince Souvanna 
Phouma, who is classed as a neutralist. 
The general had been an exile in 
Thailand since his first attempted coup, 
in 1966. 


The 42-year-old general and a small 


force of supporters crossed the Mekong 
River by boat shortly after midnight and 
seized the Vientiane airport about 3a.m. 
They commandeered some of the T28 
fighterbombers that are the Laotian air 
force's chief weapon and strafed and 
bombed the Chee Mai No army base four 
miles down the Mekong from Vientiane. 


But the rebels got no support from 


Dther military units. Loyal troops moved 
through the streets of Vientiane and 
surrounded the residence of-Prince 
Souvanna Phouma. Army forces moved 
out of the city to the airport, and by noon 
the premier was on the air to announce 
that the attempted coup had been foiled. 


Life in Vientiane continued at its usual 


relaxed pace, and by early afternoon the 
airport reopened to commercial traffic. 


Thao Ma's plane was reported hit as he 


was attacking the army camp. Sources 
said he crashed several hundred yards 
from the airport.

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) -Plans for 


a presidential motorcade through New 
Orleans were cancelled today after the 
Secret Services said it had uncovered a 
"possible conspiracy to assassinate the 
President" during his visit to the city. 


President Nixon was flying here from 


Florida to address the 74th annual con- 
vention of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
his first public appearance in six weeks. 


Before he left, a White House spokes- 


man said the scheduled motorcade 
through the city was being abandoned as 
a result of an investigation by the Secret 
Service, the FBI and the New Orleans 
Police Department. 


New Orleans police were asked by the 


Secret Service to arrest a former 
policeman who was described as armed 
and extremely dangerous. 


Police declined to say whether the 


former policeman, identified as Edward 
M. Gaudet, alias "Punchy," was wanted 
in connection with the President's visit. 


In Washington, Secret Service 


spokesman Jack Warner said: "Over 
the past week we have received infor- 
mation over a possible conspiracy to 
assassinate the President during his 
visit to New Orleans this date." 


Warner said it was believed more1 


than one person was involved. 


Disclosure of the reported conspiracy 


followed a highly unusual public 
statement by the service urging Nixon 
not to make the motorcade trip. 


Warner said the information on the 


alleged plot came from "police 
sources." He noted that although the 
motorcade had been cancelled, the 
President apparently "has accepted the 
risk" of continuing the remainder of his 
travel plans. 


Warner said that neither the new route 


Nixon would take into the city nor the 
mode of transporation would be 
disclosed. He added that security had 
been increased as a result of the report. 


The call to pick up Gaudet went out 


shortly after it was reported that New 
Orleans Police Supt. Clarence Giarrus- 
so's car and a policeman's uniform had 
been stolen. 


Gaudet was arrested on Aug. 14, 1970 


when Nixon drove through the French 
Quarter in a motorcade. He was charged 
with attempting to desecrate a flag by 
burning it and throwing it on the 
President's car. 


He had been off the police force nearly 


three years at the time of that arrest. On 
July 25,1967, he was "allowed to resign" 
after being involved in an incident dur- 
ing which a firearm was discharged 
during a fight. 


Giarrusso's car, a 1973 Oldsmobile 


with no police markings, was taken 
about 2 a.m. from the driveway of his 
suburban Algiers home. It was 
recovered about 7 a.m. near Lake 
Pontchartrain, across the city. 


As originally planned, the motorcade 


would have been a short five blocks 
along Canal Street, stretching from 
Bourbon Street, familiar to generations 
of tourists, to the Rivergate convention 
center. 


The big convention hall is located near 


the Mississippi River on Canal Street. 
During the weekend, radio and 
television advertisements urged families 


to turn out for the motorcade and a 
sizable noontime crowd was expected. 


Nixon has not made a speech in public 


since he went to Kansas City for the 
swearing in of FBI Chief Clarence M.

Lashing out at critics of his Indochina 


policies, the President said in a 
statement released as he addressed the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars convention 
here that the raids were necessary to 
protect American lives. 


He said if he faced the same decision 


today, he would take the same action. 


When he took office in January 1969, 


Nixon said, 40,000 North Vietnamese 
troops had taken over a 10-mile-wide 
stretch in Cambodia alongside the South 
Vietnamese border. 


"The Communists had made a 


mockery of the neutrality of those border 
regions," Nixon said. "The United 
States was under no moral obligation to 
respect the sham." 


Nixon said he ordered U.S. airpower 


"employed directly and continually" 
against Communist base areas in Cam- 
bodia and said the Cambodian govern- 
ment "did not object to the strikes." 


"In fact,""Nixon added, "while strikes 


were in progress Prince Sihanouk in- 
vited me to make a state visit to the 
Cambodian capital." 


The raids were never announced —a 


fact that has stirred recent controversy 
—because secrecy was necessary to save 
American lives, Nixon said. 


"Had we announced the air strikes," 


Nixon said, "the Cambodian govern- 
ment would have been compelled to 
protest; the bombing would have had to 
stop; and American soldiers would have 
paid for the disclosure with their lives." 


Nixon said the bombing was disclosed 


to unspecified government and 
congressional leaders.

Ten fires remained out of control on 


more than 110,000 acres of range and 
forest lands in the West today as fire 
fighting efforts focused on Northern 
California near Yosemite National Park. 


Information officer Dick Klade of the 


Interagency Fire Center in Boise, Idaho, 
said the most critical fire today was the 
12,000-acre Granite fire in Stanislaus 
National Forest about three miles west 
of Yosemite National Park. 


A large granite ridge kept the blaze 


from entering the park, however, and 
with 2,600 men on the fire lines, con- 
tainment was expected by 6 p.m. PDT 
today. The U.S. Forest Service said the 
fire apparently was caused by humans. 


Klade said the blazes in four states 


were being fought by 6,500 trained forest 
fire fighters and 2,000 support person- 
nel, mainly National Guardsmen and 
volunteers. He said that was 80 per cent 
of the nation's firefighting capacity. 


U.S. 50 between Sly Park and Meyers, 


Calif., remained closed as some 900 
smokejumpers fought to control a 
3,000-acre fire. 


The only new fire reported since Sat- 


urday was an 8,000acre range fire being 
handled by the Bureau of Land 
Management north of Susanville. Calif. 


Klade said 156,735 acres have been 


blackened by the fires. Affected land 
included major big game reserves in 
Montana and northern Idaho, timber in • 
Oregon and Northern California and 
range lands in Oregon and Montana. 


The fire center gave this breakdown by 


states of major fires out of control, the 
acreage they affect and total acreage 
burned: 


-California: four fires out of control on 


26,000 acres with 42,950 acres burned. 


-Nevada: one on 3,000 acres; 3,150 


burned. 


-Montana: eight on 57,000 acres;

-Idaho: two on 5,000 acres; 32,285 


burned. 


-Oregon: one on 2,200 acres; 17,650 


burned. 


-Washington: none; 1,200 burned. 
-Wyoming: none; 150 burned. 
John Russell, a fire center spokesman, 


said no deaths have been reported 
among firefighters. However, a U.S. 
Forestry Service spokesman said one 


man was killed in an auto accident when 
he fell asleep at the wheel after working 
long hours ferrying firefighters. 


Officials said forests in southeastern 


Washington, northeastern Oregon and 
parts of northern Idaho were extremely 
vulnerable because of dead trees due to 
a tussock moth infestation. 


And the center said lightning storms 


in southern Idaho, northern Utah and 
western Montana are starting new fires. 


Although the Oregon fire situation 


eased Sunday, control of a 6,000-acre fire 
near LaGrande was not expected until 
Tuesday. The fire destroyed nine build- 
ings Thursday near the eastern Oregon 
town of 10,000.

motorcycle be sure the cars and trucks 
on the road can see you. 


During 
the day, bright-colored 


clothing and headlights help. At night 
they suggest lavish use of retro-reflec- 
tive material on clothing and sides of the 
motorcycle (in addition to headlights). 
This is the same material that is used to 
produce the highway and street signs 
that light up at night. 


The safety helmet continues to be the 


best single factor in cutting death and 
injury risk when accidents occur. And 
they do occur: 328,000 in 1971 with 2,410 
fatalaties. 


So important is the safety helmet that 


nearly every state has passed strict laws 
requiring their use. It was too late, 
however, for young Joe P. who was a 
passenger on a motorcycle ride home 
from a nearby college town in a southern 
state. The driver died instantly; Joe lay 
in a coma for weeks, awakening finally 
with severe brain damage. He lives in 
apparent good physical health, but the 
once-promising young man will even- 
tually move into an institution after his 
parents can no longer care for him at 
home. 


In his case, the helmet would have 


reduced the risk dramatically and 
might have saved his companion. Only 
California, Wyoming, Iowa, Illinois and 
Mississippi still lack helmet laws.

at the Bureau of Community Environ- 
mental Management.

etc., should be worn.

scrapes, scratches, cuts and bumps. 
Recommended are leather jackets and 
gloves, sturdy trousers and footgear 
even in hot weather.

From 
time to time, questions of general 
interest will be answered in this column 
and as many personal inquiries will be 
answered as possible. 


Mrs. D., Pasadena, Calif., writes; 


"The fuzz from our new nylon short-pile 
carpeting literally jumps onto my 
slacks. What can I do?" 


The cause is a combination of nylon'": 


static 
electricity 
and 
shedding. 


Hopefully, the slacks are washable. A 
fabric softener should be used in the 
final rinse or sprayed in the drier. This 
produces an anti-static effect. It is a 
temporary measure, which should be 
repeated every third or fourth washing. 


Loose fibers are normally found in all 


new carpeting, especially cut pile and 
shag construction. They are merely 
loose bits left in the carpet during 
manufacture. Shedding does not affect 
the life of the carpet or its quality. With 
vacuuming, the loose fibers will become 
less and less of a problem, though it may 
take months for all to work their way up 
to the surface. 


Mrs. A., Bellaire, Ohio, writes: "I 


work in a furniture store, and when I 
suggest olefin upholstered furniture 
instead of some of the fancier fabrics 
that will not give years of wear, some 
people say, 'It doesn't hold up.' What 
about it? Also, why can't we find all- 
olefin fabric in a formal rnatelasse or 
tapestry? They all seem to be tweeds or 
plaids." 


This saleswoman's customers, who 


knock olefin, have the wrong idea. It is 
wise of her to want to get the answer. 
Quality olefin upholstery fabric has 
topmost durability. 


It is true that olefin has been featured 


in tweedy, subdued color styling for 
family rooms. There are several reasons 
for this. Olefin was first made in thick 
fibers used in sturdy yarn and a tight 
weave. These factors, plus the natural 
toughness of the fiber, combined to 
make for the kind of livability where 
everybody and the dog can jump on the 
sofa without reprimand. 


The low-key colors are a characteris- 


tic of olefin. Being a moisture resistant 
fiber, it does not accept dyes with the 
same clarity and brightness of wool and 
nylon. But this is not considered a 
drawback for childproof furniture. 


Mrs. 
A. however, quite rightly 


visualizes that olefin's durability would 
be desirable in dressier upholstery 
fabrics. Gayer colors would make olefin 
more attractive to the customer who 
buys for color and texture. Checking this 


out, I find that a finer denier olefin 
suitable for the matelasse and tapestry 
types is now being produced; and the 
fabrics being styled by furniture 
manufacturers. Producers are finding 
more effective ways to dye the fiber or 
print the fabric. 


Mrs. B., Omaha, Neb., sent a sample 


of lacy polyester knit with the question: 
"Must I line a dress of this fabric? I 
wear size 14 and am considered a senior 
citizen, if that makes any difference." 
Polyester crepe or Polysibonne is sug- 


and to make it more pleasant to wear^as 
the fabric has a slightly scratchy Sur- 
face. The "hand" was due to the 
polyester and the raised design. A silk 
sample, soft and fairly loosely woven, 
also was enclosed.

In advice to winter drivers, Dr. Alden 


Haffner, board of member of the ad- 
visory board of The Society for Visual 
Care explains that "sunglasses lessen 
the glare of snow created when it scatters 
light." The situation encourages serious 
visual difficulties and eye discomfort 
which can lead to accidents, cautioned 
the doctor, who is also executive director 
of the Optometric Center of New York.

seriously impaired. Diabetics are found 
in the ranks of athletes, businessmen, 
housewives, 
factory workers, 
poli- 


ticians, farmers, growing kids, all liv- 
ing worthwhile productive lives. Their 
lives are being prolonged dramatically, 
as long as they take the extra care 
necessary to keep diabetes from taking 
its rapid toll if unchecked. 


But diabetes is unchecked in the es- 


timated 2 million people who are hidden 
diabetics whose symptoms are nonexis- 
tent or so mild they don't realize it. 


Government health specialists have 


tried to spotlight the importance of 
finding these hidden diabetics not only 
because of the cost in dollars for 
medical care, lost man-hours from ab- 
senteeism or early death, but also 
because of the suffering from blindness, 
kidney and heart trouble caused by 
diabetes. 


What is diabetes? While doctors don't 


know what causes it or how to cure it, 
they do know a lot about it. They do 
know that the pancreas produces either 
no insulin or not enough to utilize 
properly the sugars and starches the 
diabetic eats. This in turn interferes 
with the body's handling of fats and 
protein. They do know the sugar build- 
up in the body will lead to serious 
consequences: Poor circulation, heart 
disease, blindness, infection, kidney 
failure, high blood pressure, stroke. It's 
a sneaky disease when these problems 
can be accumulating without the vic- 
tim's being aware of it. 


There's only one way to be sure and 


that is to have a blood or urine test. 


Some, usually those developing it 


later in life have a mild form which can 
be controlled by diet; they eat a well 
balanced diet in which sugars and 
starches are restricted. Others can take 
pills wliich will stimulate the body's 
production of insulin. Still others need to 
take regular insulin injections. 


Last year Marian S. learned that she 


has diabetes after a routine physical 
examination. True, she'd been extra- 
tired lately and her eyes had been 
bothering her but as a school teacher 
just turning 50 she didn't consider she 
had symptoms of anything but her age 
and some long nights of grading papers. 
The diagnosis had special meaning 
because she had watched her sister live 
with a severe form of diabetes since she 
was three. 


Fortunately the use of insulin injec- 


tions and carefully planned diet had 
prolonged her life far beyond what it 
would have been a few years earlier 
before insulin was discovered. She'd 
had a normal childhood and married life 
and is still working at her profession 
parttime although she has begun to feel 
some of the debilitating effects that 
juvenile-onset diabetes 
inexorably 


brings. But Marian's case is far 
different from her sister's. No insulin 
was even suggested; she took pills for a 
time but now is able to control her

diabetes by diet alone. She has reduced 
her weight and exercises more. And 
she's still teaching, full steam ahead. 


In many ways Mary is typical of most 


new cases found each year — women, 
over 40, diabetic relatives, few overt 
symptoms such as drowsiness, thirst, 
frequent urination, excessive appetite, 
weight loss. 


Here are four key questions to ask 


yourself to see if you could be a hidden 
diabetic: Are you over 40? Are there any 
diabetics in your family? Are you over- 
weight? Have you had any babies that 
weighed over nine pounds at birth? 


Every yes answer increases your 


chances. Chronic disease control 
specialists with the HEW Health Ser- 
vices and Mental Health Administration 
recommend that you find out for sure 
from your doctor or health clinic. The 
test is simple and painless. Even if you 
are not in the high risk group, find out 
anyway. If diabetes is diagnosed, you 
can learn to adjust to the demands of 
diet and medication.

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Problem of runaways has no easy solution

The problem of the runaway minor is 


another of those family aid social 
problems that ends up in the laps of the 
police department. And the police un- 
fortunateiy don't have the manpower or 
the system to handle it. 


If the parent doesn't bother to report 


his child missing, or if the youngster 
decides to go to places far off, thlre's 
little the police department can do 


There is no nationwide or even 


statewide missing persons bulletin that 
can be sent out these days, said Det 
Sgt. George weaver, of Jhe AppleTon 
police juvenile bureau. The police can 


send a missing person message to 
another district only if they have infor- 
mation indicating the missing runaway 
is probably there. 


The problem of runaways and the 


danger of nobody's knowing their 
whereabouts was dramatically brought 
out in the mass homosexual killings of 
27 youngsters in Houston, Tex., report- 
ed earlier this month. 


While local and Outagamie County 


authorities said they could recall no 
area runaway's being a victim of a 
serious crime — but rather more often 
the perpetrator, as a means of getting 


money —they said they were becoming 
more and more concerned about the 
problem. 


Police forces and sheriff's depart- 


ments don't have the manpower nor- 
mally to aggressively investigate every 
reported runaway. 


If the growing numbers of runaways 


were reported everywhere, authorities 
would be overwhelmed with names and 
descriptions.

least the Fox Cities area. Most also are 
staying with friends and are gone 
probably only a couple of days.

rely mainly on information provided by 
the parents, including a list of friends. 
With this, they can check out the most 
likely place the runaways are staying, 
or in the case of friends, possibly learn 
where the runaway went. 


"We make a special effort the first 


week or two to follow up leads," Vanden 
Oever said. "After that, the thing lies 
dormant until the kid might get picked 
up in another area for one reason or 
another." 


The sheriff's department has a policy 


of picking up and identifying young- 
sters found hitchhiking along U.S. 41, 
and the police department will pick up 
youngsters hitchhiking in the city at 
unusually late hours. They have state 
law authority to do this, but they agree 
this is at best a hit and miss effort.

It's costing you more for food in the 


Fox Cities now than it did in mid-July, 
especially if you're eating pork chops, 
chuck roast, eggs and certain dairy 
products, a survey of a few Fox Cities 
area grocery stores has indicated. 


Up to 21 food and nonfood items con- 


sidered common purchases were sur- 
veyed in each of five stores a month ago 
and last week. The results indicated that 
38 per cent of the items increased in 
price, 18 per cent dropped and 44 per cent 
were unchanged. 


All five stores showed increases in the 


price of pork chops, chicken, butter, 
eggs and milk. Of these, two stores had 
50-cent increases in pork chop prices; all 
had at least 24-cent increases in egg 
prices, and butter prices rose 2 to 13 
cents per pound. 


Two stores had 40- and 30-cent 


increases in the per pound price of chuck 
roast. 


The most noticeable declining price 


was at two stores where lettuce heads 
advertised as large and solid were on 
special at 19 cents, down from 39 cents. 


Generally holding steady were the old 


reliables —cookies, coffee, liquid deter- 
gent, fabric softener, paper towels, a 
name-brand salad dressing and sugar. 


In the survey, »ocally owned and chain 


stores were checked. One store outside 
the urban area was included. 


Spokesmen at the stores said their 


prices hadn't risen dramatically last 
week with the lifting of the freeze. The 
ceiling price still is on beef. 


The items for the survey were chosen 


by the Associated Press as part of its 
market-basket mix and by recommenda- 
tion by a food specialist from the state 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. Name 


brand items and those of identical quan- 
tity were used to produce a fair com- 
parison. 


The meat products from each store 


were presumed to be of the same cut and 
quality in each of the survey periods, 
although this is almost impossible to de- 
termine. 


The combined surveyed items in in- 


dividual stores increased from 3.8 to 
14.76 per cent in different stores while 
store ranged from six to ten. Up to three 
the number of items increasing in price 
per store ranged from six to ten. Up to 
three items decreased in price per any 
single store and six to eight remained 
unchanged. 


Of the items available, the total dollar 


increase for a single unit or pound of each 
was 41 cents to $2.05. No store had all 21 
items available for checking in both sur- 
vey periods. 


The items and their prices in each 


store for mid-July and mid-August are: 


The Post-Crescent 
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Appleton, rising from 121 to 206. Weaver 
expects it to be even higher this year.

A fatal traffic accident at Outagamie 


County Trunks J and UU has prompted 
a complaint to the sheriff's department 
from a rural Kaukauna man who 
believes the intersection is unsafe. 


Jeffrey A. Krueger, 17, route 3, 


Appleton, was killed about 6:20 p.m. 
Aug. 6 when his car, eastbound on UU, 
went through a stop sign and collided 
with a car northbound on J which was 
not required to stop at the intersection. 


Eugene VanderHeiden, route 2, 


Kaukauna, wrote the sheriff's depart- 
ment a couple days after the accident 
stating that he was involved in two near 
crashes, in 1970 and 1972, at the same 
intersection. Each time, VanderHeiden 
wrote, cars eastbound on UU failed to 
heed the stop sign. 


He said he had notified the sheriff's 


department after each of the two near- 
accidents. 


VanderHeiden had asked that the 


county install a better notice of an 
upcoming 
stop 
sign 
for 
traffic 


approaching County Trunk J. In the 
alternative, he believed a flashing red 
light should be put on the stop signs. 


There is a school converted to a house 


at the corner. That, combined with a 
slight hill on UU just west of J makes it 
difficult to see the stop sign, Van- 
derHeiden complained. The problem is 
compounded for motorists not familiar 
with the intersection, he added.

prominent, unobstructed stop ahead 
signs .3 mile east and west of J on UU 
and there are yellow, no passing lines 
on both roads before the crossing. 


Traffic on J is free flowing. There are 


UU junction signs .3 miles north and 
south of the crossing on J. 


Speed limit for both roads is 65 miles 


per hour. There are no obstructions 
around the two stop signs. 


There are, however, several blind 


spots that could hamper the visibility of 
motorists eastbound on UU and north- 
bound on J. 


The converted schoolhouse is about 40 


feet from where the two roads meet, in 
the southwest corner. It is in violation of 
setback requirements in the county's 
zoning ordinance, but the building was 
there before the ordinance was adopted. 


Frank Charlesworth, county coor- 


dinator of public services, said that 
while the building cannot be removed, 
neither could major structural changes 
be made and a new building could not 
be erected in its place without being in 
violation of the code.

Sheriffs call 
for laws to 
curb rustling 


PRAIRIE DU CHIEN, Wis. (AP) - 


Legislation is needed to curb livestock 
rustling which is increasing as the cost 
of meat is rising and more people are 
moving away from rural areas, the 
president of the Wisconsin Sheriffs and 
Deputy Sheriffs Association says. 


Crawford County Sheriff Ray Childs 


said sheriff's departments do not now 
have adequate means of coping with 
the problem. 


A law should be passed, he said, 


which would require livestock iden- 
tification papers and allow authorities 
to stop livestock trucks on the road and 
check the papers. 


Childs said his organization also 


favors a statewide branding regis- 
tration system in piucc o* tuc county 
system which now exists and results 
in duplication of brands within the 
state. 


The sheriff said he had a difficult 


time proving his case against a suspect 
he traced through three states because 
he only had the owner's description to 
identify the cattle. 


"I think that livestock theft is 


increasing generally all over the 
state," he said. "But "in the hilly areas 
where there is wilder country and 
vacant farms, there is a lot of this 
taking place, especially where people 
don't see their cattle every day." 


The Crawford County sheriff said 


many livestock reported stolen turned 
up later wandering beyond their fence 
lines, and he recommended 
that 


farmers keep better track of them. 


Childs also urged farmers to report 


any suspicious vehicles in their areas. 
He said he believed rustling was being 
done by individual operators rather 
than an organization. 


Reports of rustlers using helicopters 


are mostly fantasy, he said, noting it 
would be expensive to use the aircraft 
and dangerous to operate them at night 
'over unfamiliar terrain. 


"It would be pretty difficult to have 


an organization in this business on a 
regular basis," he said.

ROME (AP) -American television 


correspondent Jack Begon walked into a 
Rome clinic today four weeks after 
mysteriously disappearing. Police said 
he told them he had been kidnaped by the 
Mafia. 


The Mafia transported him to the 


United States, but then released him, 
police quoted Begon as saying. 


"I talked them into letting me free 


after I promised I would no longer 
investigate Mafia affairs," a police of- 
ficer said Begon reported. 


Begon turned up at the clinic on 


Rome"s Janiculum Hill in the early 
morning and asked for a through 
medical check-up. He was assigned a 
room and went to bed. 


Domenico Scali, chief of Rome detec- 


tives, quoted Begon slightly differently 
after questioning him at the clinic. 


Scali told newsmen Begon repeated 


his statement that he had been kidnaped 
and taken to the United States by the 
Mafia, but said that he had managed to 
escape. 


Scali said that the first word from 


Begon had come in a telephone call to his 
wife last Thursday night. He told his wife 
he was safe, but could not say where he 
was telephoning from or when he would 
return home. 


He actually returned Sunday night, 


Scali said. 


"He is tired. He needs a lot of rest," 


said Dr. Giulio Birotta.

Begon was accompanied to the clinic 


by his wife. An attendant said both ap- 
peared to be "a bit nervous."

July 22 after telling his wife that he was 
going to interview Richard Burton and 
Elizabeth Taylor. The Burtons were then 
in their brief period of reconciliation 
prior to the announcement that they 
would divorce, but Begon was not seen 


near the villa of producer Carlo Ponti 
where they were staying. 


Instead his office was found in 


disarray, with a pair of eyeglasses 
shattered on the floor. His car was found 
parked at Rome's Fiumicino Airport 
and he had bought a plane ticket for 
Palermo, Sicily, to work on a 
documentary program about the Mafia 
and its financial secrets. The police said 
the plane ticket had been used, but they

U.S., Canada to work 
on more cooperation 
in Great Lakes area 


ST. CLAIR, Mich. (AP) -The United 


States and Canada appear headed 
toward closer cooperation in planning 
future uses and controls of the Great 
Lakes, now officially America's "fourth 
coastline." 


William Salmon, deputy director of 


the Office of Environmental Affairs, told 
the quarterly meeting of the Great Lakes 
Basin Commission on Friday that the 
State Department would welcome more 
involvement by Canada in commission 
activities. 


At present, Canada has only "action" 


agencies such as the International Joint 
Commission concerned with the Great 
Lakes. Salmon told commissioners 
Canadians would benefit from sitting in 
on meetings of the commission. 


But the opening of such relations may 


require much diplomatic skill on the 
part of U.S. officials since Canada 
presently is miffed at efforts by some 
U.S. congressmen to impose artificial 
controls-such as diverting water at 
Chicago-on current high-water levels. 


The Great Lakes Basin Commission, 


created in 1967, is strictly a planning 
agency and has no power to act or en- 
force regulations. 


"Canadians might someday want a 


planning body of their own, such as this 
one," Salmon said, "and they would 
benefit greatly by being allowed to work 
more closely with this body." 


Canadian representatives already at- 


tend commission meetings, but sit in the 
audience. 


"It would be much more beneficial to 


both countries if they sat up at the main 
table and entered into our discussions," 
said Frederick Rouse, executive direc- 
tor of the commission. 


"Of course they wouldn't be able to 


vote," Rouse said, "but they could play 
an important part in determining how 
the rest of us vote. As observers they 
could make great contributions. 


"After all, we both are guardians of 


this valuable resource." 


Related planning activities of the 


commission involves direction of 
numerous studies related to water 
quality control around the Great Lakes. 
The studies are concerned with both the 
management and development of riven; 
and lakes within the vast basin area. 


The commission deals also with 


problems of shoreline erosion and 
fishery management. 


Charles Gunnerson, director of the 


Windsor, Ont., regional office of the 
International Joint Commission, also 
called for closer liason between the 
neighboring nations. 


"There already are 21 activities that 


entail Canadian and U.S. involvement," 
Gunnerson said. "It's about time we got 
together on more of them." 


Rouse was directed to work with the 


Department of State in opening informal 
negotiations with Canada. 


Rouse said Canadian representatives 


would be sought on both the federal and 
provincial level.

The coup leader, exiled Gen. Thao Ma, 
Prime rate 
hiked to 
new peak 


NEW YORK (AP) - First National 


Bank of Chicago announced today that 
effective Tuesday it was raising its 
prime rate to 9'/2 per cent, the highest in 
history. 


The move was not unexpected since 


lending money remains in short supply. 
Other banks were expected to follow suit 
soon, credit analysts said. 


Some analysts have predicted the rate 


may hit 10 per cent or higher before 
beginning to level off. 


The prime rate is the minimum 


lending rate banks charge their largest 
and most credit-worthy corporate cus- 
tomers. While it is not directly tied to 
rates on small business and consumer 
loans, an increase in the prime rate 
frequently is an indication of higher 
interest rates generally and a tightening 
money supply. 


The move by the Chicago bank, the 


nation's 10th largest commercial bank, 
comes a little more than a week after a 
prime rate of 9% per cent became in- 
dustrywide. The prime rate has been 
increased 13 times this year previous to 
today. It began the year at 6 per cent. 


The credit analysts have attributed the 


soaring prime rate to tremendous 
demand by corporations for loans for 
expansion to meet heavy consumer 
demands for goods and services, and to 
actions by the Federal Reserve Board to 
tighten the money supply. 


Previous to the present series of 


increases, the record prime rate was 8y2 
per cent occurring during the money 
crunch era of 1969-1970 when many cor- 
porations found it impossible to find 
sources of loans. 


The credit analysts have said the 


present era differs from then because 
loans are available, although at high 
interests, and corporations have found 
consumer demands so high that it often 
is profitable for them to borrow money 
even at the skyrocketing interest rates.

quiet while government troops showed 
themselves to be completely behind the 
government." 


The premier said he had telephoned 


the Pathet Lao delegation in Vientiane at 
midmorning to tell them they were safe 
and not to worry. It is the negotiations 
with the Pathet Lao, in which the 
Communist-backed insurgents are ex- 
pected to win wide powers, that 
prompted Thao Ma's rightist coup at- 
tempt. 


Souvanna Phouma said two govern- 


ment troops were killed during a 
bombing run by the Thao Ma rebels on 
a military camp on the outskirts of 
Vientiane. The rebel casualty count was 
not immediately known but sources said 
the toll was light. 
It was Thao Ma's second unsuccessful 


attempt to overthrow Prince Souvanna 
Phouma, who is classed as a neutralist. 
The general had been an exile in 
Thailand since his first attempted coup, 
in 1966. 


The 42-year-old general and a small 


force of supporters crossed the Mekong 
River by boat shortly after midnight and 
seized the Vientiane airport about 3 a.m. 
They commandeered some of the T28 
fighterbombers that are the Laotian air 
force's chief weapon and strafed and 
bombed the Chee Mai No army base four 
miles down the Mekong from Vientiane. 


But the rebels got no support from 


ather military units. Loyal troops moved 
through the streets of Vientiane and 
surrounded the residence of Prince 
Souvanna Phouma. Army forces moved 
out of the city to the airport, and by noon 
the premier was on the air to announce 
that the attempted coup had been foiled. 


Life in Vientiane continued at its usual 


relaxed pace, and by early afternoon the 
airport reopened to commercial traffic. 


Thao Ma's plane was reported hit as he 


was attacking the army camp. Sources 
said he crashed several hundred yards 
from the airport.

Greeks pledged

"I declare before the Greek nation that 


I will keep strictly to the announced 
schedule regarding the stage-by-stage 
establishment of the democratic order,"

Papadopoulos pledged Sunday, in a 
broadcast shortly after he was sworn in 
as president of the new Greek republic at 
the Orthodox cathedral. 


Papadopoulos then went on to make a 


series of startling announcements: 


—The lifting of martial law immediate- 


ly, the restoration of all civil liberties 
and the reinstatement of suspended ar- 
ticles of the constitution. 


-Amnesty to all political prisoners 


including Alexander Panagoulis, serv- 
ing a life sentence for trying to assas- 
sinate Papadopoulos. 


-Establishment of a constitutional 


court to legalize political parties in 
preparation for election of a parliament 
next year. 


That parliament will not be responsi- 


ble for defense; the mamtenanceof public 
order, meaning the police; or foreign 
policy.

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NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) -Plans for 


a presidential motorcade through New 
Orleans were cancelled today after the 
Secret Services said it had uncovered a 
"possible conspiracy to assassinate the 
President" during his visit to the city. 


President Nixon was flying here from 


Florida to address the 74th annual con- 
vention of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
his first public appearance in six weeks. 


Before he left, a White House spokes- 


man said the scheduled motorcade 
through the city was being abandoned as 
a result of an investigation by the Secret 
Service, the FBI and the New Orleans 
Police Department. 


New Orleans police were asked by the 


Secret Service to arrest a former 
policeman who was described as armed 
and extremely dangerous. 


Police declined to say whether the 


former policeman, identified as Edward 
M. Gaudet, alias "Punchy," was wanted 
in connection with the President's visit. 


In Washington, Secret Service 


spokesman Jack Warner said: "Over 
the past week we have received infor- 
mation over a possible conspiracy to 
assassinate the President during his 
visit to New Orleans this date." 


Warner said it was believed more' 


than one person was involved. 


Disclosure of the reported conspiracy 


followed a highly unusual public 
statement by the service urging Nixon 
not to make the motorcade trip. 


Warner said the information on the 


alleged plot came from "police 
sources." He noted that although the 
motorcade had been cancelled, the 
President apparently "has accepted the 
risk" of continuing the remainder of his 
travel plans. 


Warner said that neither the new route 


Nixon would take into the city nor the 
mode of transporation would be 
disclosed. He added that security had 
been increased as a result of the report. 


The call to pick up Gaudet went out 


shortly after it was reported that New 
Orleans Police Supt. Clarence Giarrus- 
so's car and a policeman's uniform had 
been stolen. 


Gaudet was arrested on Aug. 14, 1970 


when Nixon drove through the French 
Quarter in a motorcade. He was charged 
with attempting to desecrate a flag by 
burning it and throwing it on the 
President's car. 


He had been off the police force nearly 


three years at the time of that arrest. On 
July 25,1967, he was "allowed to resign" 
after being involved in an incident dur- 
ing which a firearm was discharged 
during a fight. 


Giarrusso's car, a 1973 Oldsmobile 


with no police markings, was taken 
about 2 a.m. from the driveway of his 
suburban Algiers home. It was 
recovered about 7 a.m. near Lake 
Pontchartrain, across the city. 


As originally planned, the motorcade 


would have been a short five blocks 
along Canal Street, stretching from 
Bourbon Street, familiar to generations 
of tourists, to the Rivergate convention 
center. 


The big convention hall is located near 


the Mississippi River on Canal Street. 
During the weekend, radio and 
television advertisements urged families 


to turn out for the motorcade and a 
sizable noontime crowd was expected. 


Nixon's speech was to be his first since 


he addressed the nation last Wednesday 
on Watergate and said it was "time to 
get on with the urgent business of our 
nation." He left for New Orleans after 
spending the weekend at the Florida 
White House at Key Biscayne. 


Aides said the President would make 


a plea for continuing America's strong 
defense posture and for peace and 
stability in Indochina. 


Nixon has not made a speech in public 


since he went to Kansas City for the 
swearing in of FBI Chief Clarence M. 
Kelley on his way home from California 
July 9. 


Once again, the President is making a 


brief stopover visit. This time, he is on 
his way to the Western White House for 
a California stay that is expected to last 
through Labor Day. 


He is making it an occasion, though, 


for displaying the top aides of his Wat- 
ergate-reorganized White House staff.

PAPEETE, Tahiti (AP) - Informed 


sources confirmed today that the French 
have set off the third nuclear test of their 
current series, and there are unofficial 
reports that at least two more are 
planned. 


French officials would not comment 


on reports that the third bomb for 1973 
was exploded Sunday at Mururoa Atoll, 
800 miles southeast of Tahiti. The first 
two bombs were exploded July 22 and 
July 29 at the atoll. 


Prime Minister Norman E. Kirk of 


New Zealand said Sunday that he 
believed the third bomb had been set off 
and like the other two had been an at- 
omic device. The French are expected to 
explode a hydrogen bomb before the end 
of the current tests program. 


New Zealand sent two navy frigates to 


the area last month to call attention to its 
opposition to the testing, but they have 
been recalled. The French last week 
seized a private Canadian protest yacht, 
the Greenpeace III, and are holding it at 
Mururoa. A private American protest 
schooner, the Fri, arrived today at the 
island of Moorea, 10 miles from Tahiti, 
for repairs.

Ten fires remained out of control on 


more than 110,000 acres of range and 
forest lands in the West today as fire 
fighting efforts focused on Northern 
California near Yosemite National Park. 


Information officer Dick Klade of the 


Interagency Fire Center in Boise, Idaho, 
said the most critical fire today was the 
12,000-acre Granite fire in Stanislaus 
National Forest about three miles west 
of Yosemite National Park. 


A large granite ridge kept the blaze 


from entering the park, however, and 
with 2,600 men on the fire lines, con- 
tainment was expected by 6 p.m. PDT 
today. The U.S. Forest Service said the 
fire apparently was caused by humans. 


Klade said the blazes in four states 


were being fought by 6,500 trained forest 
fire fighters and 2,000 support person- 
nel, mainly National Guardsmen and 
volunteers. He said that was 80 per cent 
of the nation's firefighting capacity. 


U.S. 50 between Sly Park and Meyers, 


Calif., remained closed as some 900 
smokejumpers fought to control a 
3,000-acre fire. 


The only new fire reported since Sat- 


urday was an 8,000acre range fire being 
handled by the Bureau of Land 
Management north of Susanvilie, Caiif. 


Klade said 156,735 acres have been 


blackened by the fires. Affected land 
included major big game reserves in 
Montana and northern Idaho, timber in 
Oregon and Northern California and 
range lands in Oregon and Montana. 


The fire center gave this breakdown by 


states of major fires out of control, the 
acreage they affect and total acreage 
burned: 


-California: four fires out of control on 


26,000 acres with 42,950 acres burned. 


-Nevada: one on 3,000 acres; 3,150 


burned. 


-Montana: eight on 57,000 acres; 


59,350 burned. 


-Idaho: two on 5,000 acres; 32,285 


burned. 


-Oregon: one on 2,200 acres; 17,650 


burned. 


-Washington: none; 1,200 burned. 
-Wyoming: none; 150 burned. 
John Russell, a fire center spokesman, 


said no deaths have been reported 
among firefighters. However, a U.S. 
Forestry Service spokesman said one 


man was killed in an auto accident when 
he fell asleep at the wheel after working 
long hours ferrying firefighters. 


Officials said forests in southeastern 


Washington, northeastern Oregon and 
parts of northern Idaho were extremely 
vulnerable because of dead trees due to 
a tussock moth infestation. 


And the center said lightning storms 


in southern Idaho, northern Utah and 
western Montana are starting new fires. 


Although the Oregon fire situation 


cased Sunday, control of a 6,000-acre fire 
near LaGrande was not expected until 
Tuesday. The fire destroyed nine build- 
ings Thursday near the eastern Oregon 
town of 10,000. 


"As I told the children, a house is just 


a house. We all got out. That's what 
counts," said Mrs. Wesley Allen, wife of 
a LaGrande physician. Their iyryear- 
old, $70,000 home was one of the nine 
buildings.

Pigs disaster, pledged a "new level of 
political decency" and took much of the 
blame for Watergate on his own 
shoulders.

Congress for its "neglect (of) matters 
of far greater importance" than Water- 
gate, specifically inflation, the pos- 
sibility of a "tragedy" now being played 
out in Indochina, and U.S. military 
strength. 


The clear warning: Mr. Nixon will not 


do any more to clear hmself of the taints 
of Watergate because he cannot; if the 
Democrats do not allow him to get back 
to the job of President, but continue 
what one high presidential aide called 
the "vendetta" against him, his next 
move will be full retaliation.

Some Republicans think it can, on

Sheriffs call 
for laws to 
curb rustling 


PRAIRIE DU CHIEN, Wis. (AP) - 


Legislation is needed to curb livestock 
rustling which is increasing as the cost 
of meat is rising and more people are 
moving away from rural areas,' the 
president of the Wisconsin Sheriffs and 
Deputy Sheriffs Association says. 


Crawford County Sheriff Ray Childs 


said sheriff's departments do not now 
have adequate means of coping with 
the problem. 


A law should be passed, he said, 


which would require livestock iden- 
tification papers and allow authorities 
to stop livestock trucks on the road and 
check the papers. 


Childs said his organization also 


favors a statewide branding regis- 
tration system in place of the county 
system which now exists and results 
in duplication of brands within the 
state. 


The sheriff said he had a difficult 


time proving his case against a suspect 
he traced through three states because 
he only had the owner's description to 
identify the cattle. 


"I think that livestock theft is 


increasing 
generally all over the 


state," he said. "But in the hilly areas 
where there is wilder country and 
vacant farms, there is a lot of this 
taking place, especially where people 
don't see their cattle every day." 


The Crawford County sheriff said 


many livestock reported stolen turned 
up later wandering beyond their fence 
lines, and he recommended 
that 


farmers keep better track of them. 


Childs also urged farmers to report 


any suspicious vehicles in their areas. 
He said he believed rustling was being 
done by individual operators rather 
than an organization. 


Reports of rustlers using helicopter^ 


are mostly fantasy, he said, noting it 
would be expensive to use the aircraft 
and dangerous to operate them at night 
•over unfamiliar terrain. 


"It would be pretty difficult to have 


an organization in this business on a 
regular basis," he said. "Where would 
they take them?"

The institute, in a report here, said the 


method is already being heavily used in 
the handling of disputes between 
numicipalities as employers and local 
police and fire employe organizations. 


Although such compulsary arbitration 


was provided by state law in such dis- 
putes only about 15 months ago, already 
48 petitions for the use of the device have 
been filed. Most were filed by police or 
deputy sheriffs. The legislature recently 
extended the mandatory arbitration sys- 


tem for police and fire services, and now 
has a bill before it that would extend the 
system to municipal employe organiza- 
tions generally. 


Municipal employer organizations 


have anxiously resisted such legislation, 
protesting that it has the result of turning 
over basic expenditure and taxing 
decisions to outside arbitrators who have 
no immediate accountability to the 
residents of a community who are liable 
in tax rises for the cost of his decisions. 


The institute explains that the basic 


rule in compulsory arbitration provides 
for the independent settlement by an 
outside arbitrator of the "last offer" of 
either the employer or the employe 
group in a dispute. 


Generally, municipal employers have 


opposed the "wide open" form of arbi- 
tration, so-called, because it permits the 
outside officer to make any decision he 
sees fit, if both parties agree to the use of 
the method, and may depart from the 
"last offer" of both parties.

The results indicated that 
38 per cent of the items increased in 
price, 18 per cent dropped and 44 per cent 
were unchanged. 


All five stores showed increases in the 


price of pork chops, chicken, butter, 
eggs and milk. Of these, two stores had 
50-cent increases in pork chop prices; all 
had at least 24-cent increases in egg 
prices, and butter prices rose 2 to 13 
cents per pound. 


Two stores had 40- and 30-cent 


increases in the per pound price of chuck 
roast. 


The most noticeable declining price 


was at two stores where lettuce heads 
advertised as large and solid were on 
special at 19 cents, down from 39 cents. 


Generally holding steady were the old 


reliables —cookies, coffee, liquid deter- 
gent, fabric softener, paper towels, a 
name-brand salad dressing and sugar. 


In the survey, locally owned and chain 


stores were checked. One store outside 
the urban area was included.

The National Ski Patrol System is a

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Sen. Humphrey warns 
of tight feed supplies 


WASHINGTON

Sen. Hubert 


Humphrey, D-Minn., has charged that 
farmers may face a "tight supply" 
situation with respect to corn, wheat 
and soybeans in 1973-74 despite op- 
timistic reports of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. He cri- 
ticized what he called the government's 
failure to monitor and forecast adequa- 
tely market conditions for crops and 
issued his own forecast in a prepared 
statement. 


That analysis indicates that wheat 


and corn stocks, at the end of the 1973-74 
market year, will be much lower than 
they were at the end of the past market 
year. 


In the statement he said his estimates 


show corn carryover for next year will 
be down to 540 million bushels. That 
would be 210 million bushels less than 
last year. Wheat carryover was es- 
timated 
at 
280 million 
bushels 


representing a reduction of 148 million 
bushels from last year. 


He estimated that soybean carryover 


would be 103 million bushels. That 
would be an increase of 73 million 
bushels from the 30 million bushel 
carryover of this year. 


He said the estimates were based 


upon United States Department of 
Agriculture production estimates which 
he believes are overly optimistic, and 
upon utilization estimates acquired 
from 
industry 
and 
commodity 


specialists. 


"Another factor that must be kept in 


mind as production and utilization 
demand figures are analyzed," he said, 
is that they often do not reflect what I 
call 'quality* and 'class' demands that 
exist 
within 
such 
commodity 


categories," he said in statement. 


Shortages already are known to exist 


and likely to occur this year with res- 
pect to white and durham wheats, he 
said. In addition late planting of corn 
and soybean crops could adversely af- 
fect the quality of the 1973 crops, he 
said. 


"And in the case of soybean usage this 


next year, much of what is not estimat- 
ed to be on hand at the end of the next 
marketing year could disappear qu'ck.'y 
if the fish 'catch off the coast of Peru 
fails again as it did last year." 


He sharply criticized USDA announ- 


cements that it is considering imposi- 
tion of export controls on wheat. "Ex- 
port controls may be necessary but you 
certainly don't announce plans to im- 
pose them in an already overheated 
marketplace 
without running the 


serious risk of simply adding fuel to the 
fire 
and 
pushing 
prices 
even 


higher-and without consulting your 
trading partners." 


He said cooperation with trade 


partners in international agreements is 
vital to the solution of how to avoid 
shortages.

The aimlessness of youth 


The hideous murders of young boys in the Houston area 


has appalled many Americans. Why weren't they dis- 
covered sooner? 


Houston police argue convincingly that there are just too 


many missing young boys and girls these days for them to 
do any kind of an efficient job in trying to locate them. To an 
extent they are right. More than 5,000 have been listed as 
missing in Houston and it isn't likely that many more than 
those already found were murdered. A characteristic of the 
last decade in the United States has been the apparent 
aimlessness of the young. They drift in and out of school, off 
to communes, to religious groups, to the so-called hippie 
neighborhoods. Disillusioned with the Protestant work 
ethic, with the immorality of the war in Vietnam, with the 
suburban ideology, they seen: to have acquired a mystique 
of their own. 


But it isn't exactly true. They are young people looking for 


leaders, for inspiration, for example.When they don't find it 
at home — and usually they don't look very hard — they 
become nomads, vagabonds. But they still need help. They 
often are children after all. 


Parents of missing youngsters reported that the Houston 


police were unsympathetic. "They treated me like I was 
some kind of idiot." The assumption was that the missing 
youngster had run away. Quite obviously some of them had 
not. 


In the climate of the United States in .the late 1960's and 


early 1970's, the Houston police alone cannot be blamed for 
their attitude. But adult Americans generally might take a 
more compassionate look at youth. After all, they are our 
fruit. And they have rather turned around the course of 
history for these United States. 


School board bargains 


The Wisconsin Association of School Boards has published 


a study of the organization and the compensation of the 
boards that direct the vast public elementary and high 
school enterprise of Wisconsin and it is an eloquent tes- 
timonial on the nature of democratic government at its most 
vital level. 


There are 436 local public school districts in the state, 


each of them governed by a citizen school board. The boards 
are responsible for the management of an enterprise that 
involves more than a billion dollars a year in public money, 
that enrolls about 1,000.000 children, who are served in a 
school plant that now has the breathtaking value of about 
'two billion dollars and is growing with each passing month. 


The districts are not uniform, in jurisdiction or function. 


But they share basic attributes and responsibilities. The 
most suggestive characteristic is that they are composed of 
private citizens, as distinguished from professional educa- 
tors or bureaucrats. Mostly they are chosen by their 
neighbors. And mostly they serve for remuneration that 
would be regarded as paltry by any other members of 
boards of directors with similar responsibilities, problems 
and duties. 


Last year the boards included 2,861 men and women, 


membership is not standard. Seats range from three to 15 in 
number, but boards of seven members are most frequent. 


Perhaps the most suggestive fact that emerged from the 


study by the Association with the aid of the state Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction is the modest scale of compen- 
sation involved in such service. Perhaps there is no com- 
parable phenomenon in the vast local government structure 
of the state. 


Average salary -if that word is justified in this case - 


paid last year was $347, or less than $30 a month, and about 
$2,250 a year per board. Thirty seven boards, indeed, 
consisted of men and women who collected no remuneration 
whatever. 


Retired State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction 


William C. Kahl, who arranged for the compilation of the 
school board expense data, said it simply but truly when he 
observed that "those serving on local boards of education 
must be considered as some of our most important ci- 
tizens." We would add "generous" to the accolade. 


Children need chores 


The Panel on Youth of the President's Science Advisory 


Committee has issued a report recommending more dove- 
tailing of education and work opportunities for young 
Americans. What the panel really is trying to do is present 
the atmosphere for becoming an adult that surrounded 
young people in the earlier years of this century. 


The central theme of the study was that changes in labor 


and production patterns have terminated the need for child 
labor and left a vacuum that is being filled with more 
education. Along the way the child misses the opportunity to 
make his own decisions, to reap the consequences of his 
decisions, to become adept at something the society in 
which he grows will need. 


Education "is not a complete environment giving all the 


necessary opportunities for becoming adult. School is. 
individualistic, oriented toward cognitive achievement^ 
imposing dependency on, and withholding authority and 
responsibility from those in the role of students." 


To counter this the panel recommended pilot programs of 


vouchers equivalent to the value of four years of college 
which could be applied toward "a wide range of skill 
training as well as higher education." It recommended 
much more practical and productive work for adolescents 
during their periods of formal schooling. 


Quite obviously this is the way things used to be. Within 


the family, children took part in chores, caring for babies, 
helping with household and farm pursuits, learning by 
doing so they could take over the primary roles themselves. 
Apprentice programs, even the widely deplored child 
migrant labor, had a beneficial place under some circum- 
stances. 


In the United States the four year liberal arts education 


beyond high school came to be regarded as every 
American's birthright, the reasonable progression in a 
society that made 12 years of public schooling available and 
almost required of all. In the last few years, we've found out 
this wasn't necessarily true. Young people themselves 
realized it and refused to go to college. Many who did 
wasted time and money. 


Whether or not the nation really needs an involved 


program of vouchers is debatable. It appears that youth in 
particular is taking a hard look at the comparative values of 
university and technical education, at postponing higher 
education until after a trade has been tried, at ack- 
nowledging the worth of a variety of employment, training 
sessions, seminars, formal study programs.

Many 'hidden mysteries' in budget

MADISON'—Thirty-five years ago Wisconsin 


chose a governor who strode upon the sta- 
tehouse stage with a style and personality that 
will never be forgotten by those who were on 
hand to watch his merry inaugural. 


In many respects the late Julius P. (for 


Peter) Heil of Milwaukee would have qualified 
for the old-time editor's favorite accolade. He 
was unique as a high ranking personality, a 
"nonpareil." 


Possessing great'wealth after a brilliantly 


successful career in an industrial corporation 
that was his own creation, he had the smiling 
face of a cherub, an instinctive generosity with 
his purse that used to worry his trusted 
lieutenant;, who guarded ins door against raids 
by the unworthy, a loving flair for manly 
diversions, and an utterly innocent outlook on 
politics. 


Reporters of those days loved him, while 


concluding that he equated the governorship 
with a dukedom in his native province of Ger- 
many. 


Found 'hidden mysteries' 


Thus he was constantly mystified and frus- 


trated by what he never failed to describe as 
"hidden mysteries" that he encountered in 
abundance at the Capitol, although his budget 
was perhaps one-twentieth the size that the 
present-day governor and the present-day 
legislature have put together for the fueling of 


state and local services during the present fiscal 
biennium. 


What would Julius Heil have said about that 


budget of the state for 1973-75? He would have 
said that it contains so many "hidden 
mysteries" as to be baffling. 


The affectionate memory of Gov. Heil in- 


trudes as the news of the day continues to 
disclose the surprise, and sometimes the disap- 
pointment, of large numbers of residents and 
organizations and interests in Wisconsin as 
some of the less publicized and more obscure 
provisions of the new budget of Gov. Patrick 
Lucey are apprehended. 


A handy example is the doubling of the 


nonresident sports fishing license fee at one 
swoop to a possibly prohibitive charge of $12.50 
in a state that has so carefully and ggorpqciyoiy 
cultivated the tourist trade'for the°benefit of 
major regions for many decades. 


The other day a protest meeting included 


denunciations of the Department of Natural 
Resources, which administers both the fish and 
game licensing laws and the tourist promotion 
service, for its action in so unwisely discourag- 
ing the good will of the vacationers from 
Chicago and elsewhere outside the state that the 
Wisconsin northland desires so much. 


That disclosed another aspect of the problem 


of communicating the facts about a budget 
document that is not only the largest in fiscal 
terms but the most complex and diverse 
collection of policy decisions ever put together 
and enacted into law. 


DNR did not propose that dangerously puni- 


tive charge, as it is now described. It asked for 
a modest revision of fees for outdoors sports 
licenses. But its counsel was spurned by the 
legislative budget conference committee, which 
evidently will be successful in protecting its 
anonymity. 


Any diligent reader of the verbose document 


that is the new state budget with a fair 
comprehension of state and local government 
and their programs, could find dozens of other 
examples of new laws that probably are not yet 
generally known. More important, they would 
not have been enacted or would have been 
significantly amended had each of them been 
submitted to the usual public notice and debate 
and hearings. 


Gov. Lucey is a far better schooled man than 


the ruddy-faced, self-educated, immigrant 
millionaire of a previous era who was so often 
confounded by what he found when he reached 
the governorship in a kind of career culmination 
long ago. He understands "hidden mysteries." 
He has exploited them skillfully to enact the 
most complex and least understood budget in 
the state's history. 


He knew what it contained. He knew that 


much of the content would not have survived the 
careful and orthodox and slow procedure of his 
predecessors. Yet there will be many of his 
constituents who will conclude that they prefer 
the old ways.

Controversy equalizes 
fools and wise men 


Don't let the phrase put you off. It was 


invented by Oliver Wendell Holmes a 
long time ago. He called it "the 
hydrostatic paradox of controversy." 


"Don't you know what that means?" 


wrote Holmes. "Well, I'll tell you. You 
know that, if you had a bent tube, one 
arm of which was the size of a pipestem, 
and the other big enough to hold the 
ocean, water would stand at the same 
height in one as in the other." 


In the same way, Holmes continued, 


"Controversy equalizes fools and wise 
men-and the fools know it." 


This is why only fools argue with 


fools. If somebody has a rigid, extreme, 
or absolutely black-and-white view on a 
subject, the person who disagrees with 
him is usually forced into an equally 
extreme position to defend his own 
views. 


Since the inflexible one can't or won't 


move, the flexible one moves over to the 
other extreme and becomes just as rigid 
as his antagonist. All arguments sink to 
the level of the lowest common 
denominator-which amounts, in the 
end, to shouting, "You're another!" 


If there is one thing I have learned in 


30 years of public speaking, paneling, 
symposiuming, and so forth, it is that 
the mind of a fool cannot be changed 
except by God's grace. 


Please don't willfully misunderstand 


me. I am not by any means suggesting 
that everyone who happens to disagree 
with me is a fool, or that those who 
agree with me are wise. Sometimes, 
indeed we wish that the people "on our 
side" would go over to the other side, 
for they are an embarrassment to have 
as allies. 


It is not a question of what one 


believes so much as how one believes it. 
A fool is not someone who is wrong 
(fools can sometimes be right by ac- 
cident, and wise men wrong by cal- 


culation), but someone who refuses to 
understand or accept the full implica- 
tions of his own argument. It is not 
merely that he fails to understand your 
position; it is that he fails to understand 
his own. (This is why, for instance, 
many persons who are reactionaries 
imagine they are "conservatives," and 
many persons who are totalitarians 
imagine they are "liberals..) 


One reason I write so little about 


politics, in a direct sense, is that this is 
the area where people's minds are most 
congealed; and all that a political ar- 
gument does (as I have said before) is 
confirm the opinion of those who 
already agree with you, stiffen the 
resistance of those who disagree, and 
confuse the minds of those in the mid- 
dle. 


What Holmes facetiously called "the 


hydrostatic paradox of controversy" 
equalizes the fools and the wise men- 
on the level of the fools. When you start 
to play a mug's game, you end up 
looking like a mug.

. The bill would raise the minimum 
wage from $1.60 to S2.20 an hour within 
one to three years, depending on the 
occupational category and, among other 
things, also would expand our wage- 
hour laws to include 7 million to 8 
million additional workers. It is indeed 
a liberal measure. 
, Would it, then, accelerate our wage- 
price spiral? Would it swell our jobless 
and welfare rolls? 


^ The answer is not a simple yes or no, 
as Nixon almost surely will argue if he 
does veto the bill. 


For instance, against a minimum 


wage hike now is the fact that summer 
'73 is hardly tne right time to spur a 
new round of wage increases starting at 
the bottom and fanning out and up. 


It is quite possible that against 


today's horrible economic background, 
a major minimum wage boost would set 
off a "ripple" effect, with the increases 
at the bottom leading to increases at the 
next level and then on and up to the top 
of the line. 


There is the danger that businessmen 


wa\:ld try to offset the extra labor costs 
by firing their older, less productive 
workers thereby shifting them from 
the working poor to 


But supporting a minimum wage 


increase are Labor Dept. studies of 
wage trends before and after past 
minimum wage hikes showing only a 
short-term wage spurt right after the 
change in the minimum wage —but no 
wage "ripple" upward through the pay 
ranks. 


The story is similar for prices. Said 


former Labor Secretary James Hodgson 
after the massive 1966 minimum wage 
boosts: "The wage increases granted to 
1,600,000 workers to meet the $1.60 
minimum wage standard had no dis- 
cernible adverse effect on overall 
employment levels and on overall wage 
or price levels." 


But, 
to me, these statistical ar- 


guments miss the two central points. 


The first and overwhelmingly sig- 


nificant of these points is simply: How 
dare we ask the very lowest paid 
workers among us to stand in the first 
line of defense against an inflation 


fueled by the buying and borrowing of 
the affluent? How can we possibly jus- 
tify asking those already being pinched 
the hardest to accept an even stiffer 
pinch "for the national good"? 


What sort of distorted economics 


translates price pressures resulting 
from a worldwide boom and its soaring 
demands for goods and services into a 
wage curb on those who don't even earn 
enough to have normal, much less 
"soaring," demands for anything? 


The second point is implicit in the 


first: 1973's inflation is being caused by 
excessive demands for goods and ser- 
vices, not by excessive costs of labor. 


And if v:e r.c-.v leapfrog back into a 


cost-push inflation after this dreadful 
demand-pull inflation, the reason will 
be today's price spiral, not any 
increases in the pay of the lowest-rung 
workers. 


Let's get some facts into perspective 


in these last days before Nixon gets the 
minimum wage bill and decides on a 
veto: 


— It would take an immediate hike to 


$2.16 
an hour just to cover price rises 


since the last minimum wago boost. It 
would take an immediate raise to $2.21 
an hour just to maintain the 1968 ratio of 
minimum wage earnings to the earn- 
ings of manufacturing workers (55 per 
cent). At thia moment, auto workers 
are getting an average of $5.12 an hour, 
plus extra for overtime and fringe 
benefits. 


The average yearly wage of a migrant 


farm worker in 1972 was $1,830; of a 
hired farm worker, $3,170; of a full-time 
domestic worker, about $1,200.

Dr. G. C Thosteson 
Vasectomy doesn't 
rob one of manhood 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Three years ago 


I had a vasectomy and since that time 
my mother has been very cool to me 
She was very strongly against it. She 
also blames my wife for talking me into 
it, but I assure you it was my own 
decision. I realized it was the best thing 
to do. 


We have three children and don't wish 


to raise more than that. My wife had 
two very difficult Caesarean sections. 


The problem is my mother maintains 


that vasectomy robs a man of his 
manhood. She constantly brings this up 
to my wife. Would you please assure her 
that nothing has changed? I don't 
believe I am any less a man for having 
had a vasectomy. — J.L.H. 


1 would guess that your mother 


probably is confusing vasectomy and 
castration, which are two entirely 
different things. If that's her trouble, it 
might be easier to understand why she 
has been making such an issue for three 
years. 


Castration means removal of the 


testes, or male sex glands —the opera- 
tion that is (or used to be) employed to 
make males into eunuchs, or sexless 
individuals, to work as slaves in 
harems. 


This not only put an end to their 


sexual activity, but the removal of the 
glands deprived them of male hormones 
so they became changed physically and 
emotionally and did indeed "lose their 
manhood." 


Vasectomy, which your mother ap- 


parently does not understand, is a quite 
different procedure. The testes are not 
removed or disturbed in any way. They 
continue to produce male hormones. 


The only thing that is involved is 


removing or cutting the duct which 
carries sperm from the glands. This 
prevents fathering any more children, 
but that is all it does. It does not change 
the man in any other way except to 
prevent his having any more children. 


I hope this solves your problem! if 


your mother already understood the 
difference and still insisted on criticis- 
ing, I'm sure I can't see her point.

Sentencing awaited in deaths of 10 


SANTA CRUZ, Calif. (AP) -Herbert 


W. Mullin, convicted of murdering 10 
persons in a three-week shooting spree 
early this year, is to be sentenced Sept. 
18. 


Mullin, wearing an orange prison 


uniform and with his ankles chained, sat 
tight-lipped, staring straight ahead as 
the verdict was read Sunday in Santa 
Cruz County Superior Court. 


The defense had admitted that Mullin, 


a 26-year-old former college honor 


Mullin 


student, committed the slayings. But it 
sought verdicts of innocent and innocent 
by reason of insanity. 


A six-man, six-woman jury in its third 


day of deliberations found Mullin guilty 
on two counts of first-degree murder and 
eight counts of second-degree murder. 
He was judged sane on all 10 counts. 


Because the defense case was based 


solely on Mullin's mental state, the guilt 
and sanity phases of the trial were held 
simultaneously. 


Mullin, son of a retired Marine Corps 


sergeant from nearby Felton, was con- 
victed of killing a young couple, a 
woman and her two young sons, four 
teen-age campers and an elderly ex- 
prizefighter. 


Mullin took the witness stand late in 


the three-week trial and admitted killing 
three more persons-a transient, a coed 
hitchhiker and a Los Gates, Calif., priest 
stabbed to death in his confessional. 


He said all the slayings were human 


sacrifices aimed at preventing a disas- 
trous earthquake. He also said telepathic 
messages from his father and others 
goaded him to kill. 


Mullin, who dropped out of college 


despite high grades, had been in at least 
two mental institutions and had a long 
history of drug use, authorities said. 


Psychiatrists who testified for both 


sides agreed Mullin was a paranoid 
schizophrenic but disagreed on whether 
he was capable of distinguishing right 
from wrong. 


Judge Charles S. Franich told jurors 


that legal insanity required a finding of 
a "diseased or deranged position of 
mind which makes the defendant in- 
capable of knowing the nature or quality 
of his acts." 


Jury foreman Kenneth Springer, 


owner of a Felton television repair shop, 
said jurors "deliberated on every ques- 
tion." 


"We took several votes on several 


counts," he said. "We were never 
further away on any count than a ques- 
tion mark put beside a finding on the 
question of sanity." 


Defense attorney James Jackson said 


the verdict was irrational. "If he's not 
mentally diminished, nobody is," he 
said of Mullin. 


"Most people think about what's going 


to happen to the guy if he goes to a 
hospital and some doctor lets him out," 
Jackson said. "If he went to a hospital 
and was never going to get out, I think 
we'd have a lot more insanity verdicts." 


Mullin was found guilty of first-degree 


murder in the Jan. 25 slayings of Kathy 
Francis, 29, and James R. Gianera, 24. 


Mrs. Francis was killed in her back- 


woods cabin near Santa Cruz with sons 
David, 9, and Daemon, 4. Gianera, a high 
school friend of Mullin, was killed with 
his wife Joan, 21, in their house here.

Rocking is good for baby, expert says 


"v Grandmother knew what she was 
talking about when she insisted that 
rocking was good for a baby. There is 
Scientific evidence that rocking not only 
quiets a child but speeds social 
development, according to Lois Klessig. 
Child development specialist at the 
University of Wisconsin-Extension. 
', Canadian researchers at the Univer- 
sity of Western Ontario recently report- 
ed results of their work. These showed 
vigorous rocking gets the best results. 
,Two things influence how quickly the 
baby quiets down. One is rapid rocking. 
The other is the swing of the rocker, 
from front to back. A big swing works 
best. 


However, the effects of rocking are 


temporary. If, after a period of rocking, 
the child is left alone, he gradually 
becomes active again, the study showed. 
Thus, it's the rocking that keeps him 
quiet, a fact many mothers recognize. 


Besides quieting a child, rocking 


increases the child's affection for his 
mother. Since the child doesn't want to 
be unhappy, he welcomes this comfort- 
ing he gets from his mother. He comes 
to depend on this. 


Mother becomes more attached to her 


child, as well. Rocking gives her a 
quick, effective way to control crying so 
she is happier with her child. Between 
the two, closer relations develop. 


This stimulates the baby's social 


development; the baby learns he needs 
others. 


Extra handling and rocking also lead 


to more alertness, other research shows. 
The feeling of movement is one of the 
first senses developed in a newborn. The 
baby, therefore, is very responsive to 
rocking, and the rocking develops his 
response to motion more quickly. He is 
then able to mature in other ways. 


In 
experiments, 
babies 
rocked 


frequently were quicker to grasp at 
objects and respond to sights and 
sounds. 


An experiment with premature twins 


showed extra handling and rocking was 
especially beneficial. Because prema- 
ture babies are confined and so alone 
and not handled much, they're slow to 
develop their senses. When one prema- 
ture twin had extra handling and rocking 
and the other didn't, the "handled" baby 
gained weight faster and developed other 
responses more quickly than his twin.

The hourglass, one of the universal 


symbols of recorded time, was actually 
the first purely mechanical device ever 
used for the purpose.
